Carl Sworm, 612 Fellows » treet. this 
r- city , read the following ex cellent re ­ 
port of ‘ The Boy s’ State Fair School," 
held at Springfield, last fall, du ring the 
State Fair, before the Thu rsday m orn­ 
ing's session of the L te Cou nty F a r ­ 
mers' Institu te held in this city at the 
Methodist chu rch. 
The report follows: 
The Boy s’ State Fair School was es­ 
tablished in 19 10. 
The aim of this 
school is to offer to a well selected body 
of y ou ng men the means for a sy stem ­ 
atic observ ation and stu dy , u nder the 
direction of competent instru ctors of 
the great agricu ltu ral, mechanical and 
edu cational ex hibits of the .state Fair 
which 
is* held 
at 
Springfield 
an\J 
throu gh su ch agency more fu lly to in­ 
form ;f*id interest the residents of their 
respectiv e cou nties in the resou rces of 
Illinois and the achiev ements of her 
citizens as demonstrated by the dis­ 
play s on ex hibition. 
The members are chosen by a com­ 
mittee, consisting of the cou nty su per­ 
intendent of school, the president of 
the Lee Cou nty F arm ers’ Institu te and 
Mim chairman of the cou nty board of 
su perv isors. 
The school is u nder the control of a 
principal charged with 
complete re ­ 
sponsibility and au thority for a rra ng ­ 
ing the program of stu dy ; for assign­ 
ing the boy s to their classes; for keep­ 
ing a record of atteu danco, stu dy and 
dt port men t and arranging the hou rs 
and classes for the \ ariou s instru ctors. 
Fach b< y who attends the school is 
u nder the 
immediate 
au thority and 
control of the principal. 
The bu gle sou nds at 6 o’clock a. m. 
1’hen there are setting u p ex ercises at 
7 o’clock. 
The camp is then policed 
by the boy s, then there is breakfast. 
Them are u su ally fou r lectu res in the 
morning and one 
in 
the afternoon. 
The forenoon of each day is giv en ov - 
( • to oi ; i rv ation stu dy and class work 
in the cy cnlng and a large part of the 
afternoon tin boy s are allowed to v isit 
the fair grou nds. 
The s< nool is formed into grou ps for 
the obs-'* rv ation and stu dy of the v a ­ 
riou s classes of liv e stock, farm pro­ 
du cts and machinery and other dis­ 
play s on ex hibition. 
Each boy is re­ 
qu ired to keep a record of each day 's 
observ ation and 
stu dy . 
The 
record 
will be passed u pon by the assistant 
su perintendent and principal. 
Each 
member of the sghou l is ex pected to 
prepare, from his week’s observ ation 
au '.l stu dy , a report su itable to giv e 
i ;i the Cou nt; F arm ers’ Institu te. 
The phy sical ex ercises are giv en by 
phy si a 1 trailing 
directors 
who 
are 
chosen by the commission. 
All bey s who hav e acceptable grades 
are granted a diploma at the end of the;
